Peat Fertilizing Value 
Is Not Yet Understood 
Ev ery little while a Question arises 
as to the fertilizing v alue of peat. 
This is a natural question, b ecause 
the many peat deposits throughout 
northern sections of the country show 
a high content of nitrogen. 
Often it 
is claimed that this nitrogen in peat 
is comparab le with nitrogen in com- 
IHfjfeial fertilizer. 
/P e at has often b een used as a tiller 
/dor low-grade fertilizers, and as a 
means of making a high analysis of 
nitrogen which is not really justified. 
The nitrogen content of peat has a 
v ery low av ailab ility, and any one who 
expects the v alue of this nitrogen to 
compare with the v alue of nitrogen in 
commercial fertilizers, is certain to b e 
disappointed. 
Peat lands may often b e utilized to 
v ery good adv antage b y applying pot­ 
ash, which b alances up the fertility 
sufficiently to produce a crop.

According to an authority on b ig 
game, a tigress is an excellent mother. 
He says: 
1 once saw’ a tigress with two small 
cub s, ab out the size of fox hounds, 
come out of some heav y b ush cov er, 
which was b eing b eaten b y three or 
four elephants. The two cub s trotted 
on ahead, and in order to cov er their 
retreat, the tigress twice charged the 
line of elephants, roaring loudly. 
The cub s would prob ab ly hav e died 
if I had shot the mother, so I let her 
go. I thought she deserv ed this for 
her b rav ery. 
There were not many tigers ab out, in 
this particular neighb orhood, b ut strict­ 
ly speaking it was prob ab ly most im­ 
proper to spare her life, as game was 
scarce in that locality and this tigress 
would therefore hav e prob ab ly eriu 
rated her cub s in the art of cattle 
killing. A tigress with growing 
c u b s 
is far more destructiv e than si tiger or 
tigress alone, or as a pair: 
The tiger cub at b irth is v ery small 
—in fact, not much 
b igger than a 
large rat. Three or four cub s is the 
usual numb er, b ut. as a rule only tw o 
of a litter grow up. I hav e once seen 
four almost full-grown cub s and the 
tigress all together.

with the mother until they are nearly 
full grown. 1 hav e shot them in com­ 
pany with their mother when the nutffi 
cub s measured eight feet four inches 
in length, and the females ab out sev en 
feet six inches. The av erage length of 
a full-grown male tiger is ab out nine 
feet six inches and of the female, 
ab out one foot less. A tiger ov er ten 
feet is an exceptionally large one. Ten 
feet four inches was the length of the 
b iggest I ev er shot, and the larges I 
tigress I ev er saw was nine feet two 
inches. 
Ordinarily a tiger will kill only suf­ 
ficient animals for his own needs, and 
assuming that his kills are not re­ 
mov ed b y the nativ es or dev oured b y 
v ultures, two kills weekly are q 11 ito 
enough for him. A b ig male tiger is 
quite a nob le-looking animal.

Sk unk s a n d Their Ha b its 
W, Kenneth Cu.v ler. of the zoology 
department of the Univ ersity of Texas, 
hav ing completely lost his sense of 
smell, has taken adv antage of this un­ 
usual condition and hunted and studied 
skunks for many years. 
He finds they 
are easily tamed and make fine motis 
ers. 
Besides mice, they eat all sorts 
of things, from roofs, b erries and in­ 
sects to b irds and eggs, and some 
times riv al the possum in their ab ility 
to rob the chicken roost. 
The musk 
which efficiehtly defends the skunk 
from most people is manufactured b y 
two egg-slmped glands with contractile 
walls which can force out jets in any 
direction, ev en directly ov er the head 
of the skunk. These jets b reak up into 
a fine spray and can reach an ob ject 
as distant as 20 feet. 
Mr. Cuyler says 
skunks are usually loatii to waste their 
musk and therefore do not discharge 
it promiscuously, b ut only when cor 
tiered and irritated. 
For remov ing 
skunk odor. Mr. Cuyler suggests wash­ 
ing in gasoline or ammonia water, or 
in water containing a few drops of 
carb olic acid and »>11 <>f v v intergreen 
A much more effectiv e method, which 
he regularly uses, is to hold face and 
hands or clothing 
for a few minutes 
in the thick, heav y smoke produced b y 
placing green juniper b ranches on a 
good lire.

: seemed reasonable to assu me that the 
| disease was handed down from parent 
to child. 
So It was, bu t It was by close an;! 
j constant association, by liv ing in in- 
i fected hou ses, by eating and sleeping 
! and liv ing with infected persons that 
the disease was transm itted and not 
by inheritance. 
More carefu l stu dy 
prov ed that tu bercu losis cou ld not be 
inherited and that an adopted child 
or an Inmate of the same hou sehold, 
in no way related to a consu mptiv e, 
was Ju st as apt to dev elop the disease 
as a child of the pa tie nt 
Then the believ ers in heredity fell 
back on their second position. 
They 
said that the disease itself was not 
inherited bu t that the child of con- ! 
su mptiv e parents inherited a “tendon- j 
cy ” to the disease, 
that they had 
weaker lu ngs and consequ ently were 
more apt to dev elop the disease In 
later life. 
Bu t facts are stu bborn things and , 
are better than theories. Doctor Drolet 
has Ju st reported the resu lts of a care­ 
fu l stu dy of 7,500 tu bercu lar patients 
at Bellev u e hospital in New York. 
In 
1,69 5 children, lie finds more 
tu ber­ 
cu losis among children of healthy par­ 
ents than among those of tu bercu lar 
parents. 
Among 2,500 patients admit­ 
ted for other diseases bu t withou t 
tu bercu losis, one-third had tu bercu lar 
parents bu t had not tu bercu losis them­ 
selv es, while of 2,8 00 
patients 
who , 
had tu bercu losis, only y ne-§ ev enth had j 
tu bercu lar pa refits. 
In other v v orcis, 
the children of tu bercu lar parents had 
less than half as mu ch tu bercu losis 
as the children of healthy parmjjs, 
It was also fou nd tliat the children 
of tu bercu lar parents who did hav e 
tu berctriogis 
had 
twice 
as 
good 
a 
chance of getting well as the children 
of healthy parents. 
Doctor Drolet conclu des that 
the 
children of tu bercu lar parents do nt>t 
inherit the disease. 
They do not ev en 
inherit a tendency to it. 
Instead, they 
inherit a greater amou nt of resistance 
to it and a greater immu nity to it 
than do the children of healthy par­ 
ents.
